Powerful Speech of the Hon,
Schuyler Colfax.

Luot evening an immense wudlence, including
many ludice, illed the large hall of the Cooper
Institute to overflowing, and listened 10 aspeech
by Hon. Schuyler Colfax, which was denyered
under the puspices ot the Uniop Republlcan Ase
soclation. A large number of prominent aud
lufluential citizens occupied scuts upon the
stage, and over thelr heads were sospendsd
national flags and banners beariog patriotic
mottocs, A bund was in attendsuce wnd dis-
coursed music at proper intervals, The meeting
was calles to order by Mr. Chatles 8. Bpencer
who, In & few appropriste remurks, mtroalum-&
to the assembly Hon, Sthayler Colinz.  On step-
ping forward that gentleman was greeted with
m‘u]uda of applause. Quiet belog restored, he
aaid 1—

Now, my friends, lel us give three cheers for
the great prineiples upon which we stand
(cheers), and cheers for the blood of hil%-”(‘l"'-
consecrated upon the battle-teld, that loywl men
might rale the Siates for whign loysl men sacrt-
ficed their lives, (Cheers,) He thanked the
audlence tor the kind wanuer in which they had
welcomed bim, and said be beheved it was an
evidence that they thought he hud been farchiul
to the trusts reposed n him. He came before
them to vindiea'e the policy of the Union Re-
publican organization, which alone, of a'l
partiea in ihe lana, vever despaired of the
American republic. ts pnst history was covered
with glory. Where would pave been the conn-
iry to day bud the Republican party besn blotted
out of exi-tence? It was \brovgu the efforts of
thia organization that victory alter victory
was wou by our soldiers and satlors, (Cheers.)
He would ask, ater this great Rebetlion, and
after the great vietories which c¢rushed it on
what principles should the Government of the
United Stuies be estpbhisbed, nud on what
policy ebould reconstruction be enncted? They
rem: mbered the duys when Democracy meant
gomething else than trowson, Thaey eonld not
restore Lo father and muther the lost son; they
could pot give back to the w(wl:mg widuw her
slain Lusbund—this was imposrible. The soldier
glept where he fell—at Shiloh, Gettyevuorg,
Vicksburg, Richmond—ond where they longht
shove the clouds they sleep a bero's sleap, ut
this silence impressively speaks to us to erush
treason in this country, aod not give back to
Rebels the power which was wrested from

olamation, (The speaker here rend from aund
commented on Johnsou's amvesty proclama-
tions, and algo from the Military bill, which de-
olares there are no legul gpovernments in the
lately rebellious State<, und said that after Con-
rress had declared such 10 be the case, Johnson
ad no right to sssert that civil governments
did exist there: but 1ns only duty was to executs
the lawe of Congress,) The Consatation re-
quired that he shonld swear to *“tathiully exe-
cute the laws,” Was there any man in the
couniry, Republican or Democrat, who believe |
that President Johnson bad kept that oath?
(A voice, **No.") The epeaker sald that e hod
stated in Ohlo, and now repeated 11, that when
Congress assembled acaln the lnws must be
exeouted, and that the President must ex-oute
them: but that it bhe refusc ), and persisted in
his determinallon to keep thie country in a tur-
moil, there was then but one recourse, and that
wis the one our fathers provided whon they
framed the Cowpstitution—to turn him_ ouf,
(Great applavee.) Toe speaker then aliaded to
the military govarnment ot General Terry in
Virginia, The Rebels weat up ta Wasaington
and said to Mr. Johnson, “We don't like Terry,
and we want his pohncal hend ina charger,”
Aundrew Johneon snid:— ‘Ydon't like himettbher;
be does not curry out my policy.” They did not
